AHS runners help 
competitor 


following seizure

gawam High School cross 

country runner Gina Lopez 
had just entered a clearing dur- 
ing a race through Robinson State 
Park against Belchertown High 
School when she saw something 
bright orange on the ground. It 
was a Belchertown runner. 

“T realized something was 
wrong,’ recalled Lopez, 17, a ju- 
nior. Fear surged through her upon 
seeing a boy sprawled motionless 
on the course during the Sept. 10 
meet. “I was afraid he had died. I 
had no idea then he had suffered 
a seizure. He was completely still 
and unresponsive.” 

She yelled to her teammates to 
stay with him — and then AHS’s 
number two runner took off to 
alert parents and coaches waiting 
for the girls’ and boys’ teams from 
both schools. 

At about the same time, AHS 
runner Sandra Land arrived. 
Belchertown team members in- 
formed her he had suffered a 
seizure. Land, 16, also a junior, 
quickly took charge. A fan of 
TV medical shows, she said that 
helped her remain calm. 

“T just did what doctors do on 
TV. ‘Grey’s Anatomy’ is one of 
my favorite shows and they deal 
with a lot of difficult situations,” 
she said. “Staying calm is very 
important to avoid making a situ- 
ation worse than it is. I had a plan 
and I didn’t deviate from it — even 
though I was nervous inside.” 

She examined his head for 
bruises, bumps, or bleeding, but 
found none. His breathing was 


ADOG awarded 
$245,000 grant 


Funds to be used 
toward dog park 


at Shea Field

The town of Agawam has been 
chosen by the Stanton Foundation 
to receive a grant for the proposed 
Agawam Dog Park. 

“We have been working on the 
dog park for a while,” said Debo- 
rah Dachos, director of Planning 
and Community Development. 
“The Stanton Foundation notified 
the town of funds available. Not 
every municipality receives it so

it was a great privilege to be cho- 
sen.” 

According to Dachos, the grant 
will provide 95 percent of the hard 
construction costs for the park, a 
total budgetary cost of $245,209, 
which was based on the concep- 
tual design by Peter Wells of the 
Berkshire Design Group. 

The remaining percentage will 
be raised by the Agawam Dog 
Owners Group (ADOG) and a 
town match from the Community 
Preservation Act (CPA). 

“We are close to the $10,000 
mark and expect to reach it by the 
end of October,’ said Debbi San- 
chez, president of ADOG. 

Upcoming ADOG fundraisers 
that will help the group reach its

subject of discussion 
CPA tunds sought for master plan

AGAWAM — The track at Aga- 
wam High School — which has 
long been in a state 
of disrepair — is be- 
ing targeted for Com- 
munity Preservation 
Act funding to cre- 
ate a master plan for 
its rehabilitation and 
restoration. 

The city council will, at its next 
meeting, discuss a resolution to 
appropriate $20,000 in funds from 
CPA to benefit the high school 
track and field, which Councilor 
George Bitzas has criticized as 
being an “embarrassment” in the 
past. 

During recent years, the Aga-

wam High School track and field 
team has been unable to hold home 
track meets and the bleachers used 
to watch many sports on the light- 
ed field has fallen into disrepair. 
The track is currently 
graveled surrounding 
the lighted multi-use 
field used for foot- 
ball, soccer, lacrosse, 
and field hockey. 

Last year, an 
amendment to the 
Community Preserva- 
tion Act (CPA) brought forth new 
rules that allow CPA funds to be 
utilized on existing park facilities. 
Bitzas was a staunch supporter of 
the bill, which was sponsored by 
state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R- 
Southwick.

shallow and his pulse rate hovered 
between the 50s and low 60s. Land 
scooped him up and with help 
from Belchertown and Agawam 
students moved him to a shady 
area. 

Using her running shirt to keep 
his neck steady, she put her fingers 
in his mouth, pushing his swollen 
tongue down and out of his airway 
to prevent choking. His pupils were 
fixed and he wasn’t responding. “TI 
called out, asking him to move. I 
begged him to do something so I 
would know he was okay,” she re- 
called. Finally he moved a finger. 
His breaths were still very shal- 
low, but he had responded ever so 
slightly. 

Meanwhile, Lopez had alerted 
coaches and a group of parents 
at the race’s halfway point. She 
started to lead the coach to boy’s 
location. Only when she was as- 
sured that he could find him, did 
she resume the race. 

Finally, after 19 “agonizing” 
minutes, the boy’s coach arrived. 
Land guided them out of the woods 
to the road to wait for paramedics, 
then ran back to lead paramedics 
to the boy. 

Lopez — one of the team’s top 
runners — was unable to make up 
the time and Agawam lost the race. 
But that wasn’t important to Lopez 
or Land. 

“T made a decision that helping 
someone was more important than 
a high school cross country race,” 
said Lopez. “I would hope that 
someone would do the same thing 
for me. No competition is that im- 
portant. I saw someone in need of 
help and that became my focus.” 

Added Land, “I just did what I 
thought would be the most helpful 
and appropriate response given the 
situation.” 

William Dillon, the team’s 
coach, said he was proud of Lopez 
and Land as well as other students

The Trustees of the historic Captain 
Charles Leonard House in Agawam will 
conduct an Attic Sale and Bake Shoppe 
Saturday, Oct. 19. The sale will take place 
on the property, at 663 Main St., from 10 
a.m. until 3 p.m., and will feature china, 
silver, crystal, linens, small furniture, 
Christmas items, antiques, and other 
items. A selection of baked goods pre- 
pared by house trustees will also be avail- 
able. All proceeds will be used toward the 
preservation of the Agawam landmark, 
which has served as Agawam’s Commu- 
nity House since 1939. 

The Captain Leonard House is just a 
short walk from Veterans Green, the loca- 
tion of the Rotary Club’s Harvest Festi- 
val, which is also taking place that day. 

Many of the items offered at the sale 
come from the collections of the Board 
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of Trustees and other pieces have been 
sourced especially for the sale.

who showed concern for a fellow runner. 
“Their reactions were instinctive because 
what happened was totally unexpected. 
Gina and Sandra took actions on their own 
because they’re compassionate young ladies 
who have been brought up by caring parents. 
They know good sportsmanship is a high 
priority in this cross country program.” 

Jason Woodcock, the Belchertown High 
School cross country team coach, was very 
appreciative that Lopez and Land stopped to 
aid his runner (whom he did not want identi- 
fied). He praised their actions in an email to 
AHS Principal Steve Lemanski several days 
after the incident. Woodcock called Lopez’s 
decision to run for help “noble and humani- 
tarian.” 

He also praised Land for staying with the 
runner until help arrived. 

“She had been with him for some time 
and had taken care of him to the best of her 
abilities,’ he wrote. “Other girls, from both 
teams, also stopped to help, but the efforts 
of Gina and Sandra stood out.” He told Le- 


manski, “You should be very proud of their 
actions. They represented your school in the 
truest manner of sportsmanship and humani- 
tarianism.” 

Lemanski, who read Woodcock’s email 
during morning announcements last week, 
said the behavior and actions of Lopez and 
Land, along with the coach’s email “were 
very uplifting” to him. 

“[’m so proud of what they did,’ he said. 
“We work diligently on character building at 
AHS. I would like our school to take credit 
for Gina’s and Sandra’s actions, but we can’t. 
Both young ladies are of strong character. 
Their parents deserve all the credit.” 

Michael and Lizet Land called their 
daughter “an amazing young lady” who 
demonstrated “extreme strength and kind- 
ness” during a stressful situation. 

“She wasn’t thinking about herself in that 
moment, she was just doing the right thing,” 
said her mother who attended the race, but 
was unaware of what occurred until the end. 

“[’m very proud that my daughter did the 
right thing and kept her calm,’ added her fa- 
ther.

If so, this 
parable is not good news. 
And all that joy in heaven 
over our repentant brother 
or sister is positively irri- 
tating. 

The Pharisees and 
scribes to whom Jesus 
told this parable probably 
heard it just that way. Af- 
ter all, they were the righ- 
teous ones who were too 
good to welcome sinners 
and eat with them. 

But if we identify with 
the sheep that has wan- 
dered away, this parable is

The track was first looked at in 2008 as 
part of Mayor Richard A. Cohen’s Capital 
Improvement Plan. Back then, it had a price 
tag of about $2.2 million and included the 
installation of a new track and new bleachers 
for Harmon A. Smith Field, he said. 

Last fall, Cohen put together a Track Fa- 
cility Exploratory Committee that included 
Bitzas, Parks and Recreation Director Chris- 
topher Sparks and Agawam High School 
Athletic Director David Stratton. That com- 
mittee has determined that a master plan 
needs to be developed to determine the ap- 
propriate course of action in rehabilitating 
and restoring the high school track and field 
facility. 

In June, the town received word that 
Milone & MacBroom Inc. (MMI) developed 
a plan that would include a new track sur- 
rounding a new football/soccer synthetic or 
natural grass field; new field lighting; base- 
ball field improvements; reconstruction of 
existing tennis and basketball courts; new 
bleacher systems, concessions, restrooms 
and ticket facilities; a new female team room 
and potential locker room renovations. 

MMI estimates that project costs attached 
to the initial project investigation, schematic 
design and feasibility and investment study 
will total $20,000 according to a June 19 
memo to Cohen. 

The Community Preservation Committee 
has recommended the appropriation and ex- 
penditure of $20,000 from CPA undesignat- 
ed fund balance to create the master plan. 

The council will vote on the matter at its 
Oct. 7 meeting. 

Emergency transportation 

In other council news, a resolution to enter 
into an understanding with PVTA for emer- 
gency transportation was again tabled by the 
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council at its meeting Sept. 16. 

While Bitzas urged the council to act on 
the resolution, arguing that the council has 
spent too much time thinking about it and 
“it’s about time to act,’ other councilors 
expressed frustration at the vague answers 
they’ve received to questions they’ve asked 
in the past. 

Although the PVTA to date has not billed 
any communities for emergency transport, 
Councilor Robert Rossi pointed out that that 
did not mean they wouldn’t. 

Likewise, Councilor Gina Letellier said 
the information the council was provided 
“raises more questions than it answers. 

“T guess that it’s some comfort that they 
haven’t billed anybody, but it’s a 10-year 
contract,’ Letellier said. She questioned 
whether or not the town would be able to 
sign on for just a few years instead. 

“Why can’t simple questions be an- 
swered,”’ she asked. “I don’t think we’re do- 
ing our job unless we’re doing something in 
the best interest of the town.” 

Councilor Robert Magovern called the 
agreement “totally vague” and said “we have 
to have concrete answers to our questions.” 

“This is something that is good,’ said 
Council Vice President Dennis Perry. “I 
think we need to try to get answers from 
PVTA and figure this thing out.” 

Joseph Mineo said he was in favor of the 
resolution but reiterated his fellow council- 
ors’ concerns. 

“T’m in favor of this...but I don’t think we 
need to rush this. We need to take our time, 
see if we can get our questions answered and 
take it from there.” 

The vote to table the measure was 8-3 
with councilors Donald Rheault, Christo- 
pher Johnson and Bitzas casting the dissent- 
ing votes. 
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shockingly good news.

This parable challenges the Pharisees and 
scribes of Jesus’ day, and those among us 
today who rely on our own righteousness, 
to think again about just how righteous they 
are. They - maybe I should say, we - are lost 
and do not even know it. 

The lesson of this parable is ultimately 
good news for all of us. We are all lost sheep, 
even if many of us are not inclined to admit 
it. But none of us are left to struggle in the 
wilderness alone. Thanks be to God!

Ward bus trip to Salem Oct. 27; and a Com- 
munity Day Fundraiser with Bonton coupon 
booklets in November. 

The match funding item is on the agenda 
for the next Community Preservation Act 
Committee meeting. If the public vote is 
yes, the next step will be to take the vote to 
Agawam City Council for approval. 

“We can’t proceed until we have authori- 
zation from the city council to accept funds 
from the town match,’ said Dachos. 

Dachos hopes that funding will be secured 
by the end of October with preparation of 
design plans and a request for three con- 
struction bids taking place during the winter 
months. If all goes well, the proposed dog 
park could break ground in spring 2014. 

If the CPA Committee turns down the 
town match, Dachos said she will then dis- 
cuss the idea of alternative funding sources 
with Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

“Two criteria for Stanton Foundation 
grant eligibility is that the park must be on 
town-owned property and show a commit- 
ment by town to maintain it,’ said Dachos, 
of the application that has strong community 
and mayoral support. 

“The good thing about the grant is that 
they offer up to $11,000 a year for three 
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years to cover additional amenities and inci- 
dental items that weren’t anticipated during 
original construction,” said Dachos. 

The Stanton Foundation also awarded an 
initial design grant for any needed surveys, 
schematics, preliminary plans, bid docu- 
ments and construction observation. Any 
unused balance can be retained by the town 
to pay for future capital needs at the park. 

“We are very excited to learn of the grant 
from the Stanton Foundation that they sup- 
port such endeavors as dog parks in com- 
munities and they realize the value that dog 
parks play in a community,” said Sanchez. 
“We’re equally excited that the town sup- 
ports the idea of having a dog park and are 
looking forward to working in conjunction 
with them both in fulfilling our mission of 
creating an off-leash park in town.”

The five year cycle will then be up- 
dated each year to ensure that the district maintains adequate 
resources. This along with textbook replacement as part of 
the of the school budget every year will ensure that our stu- 
dents have the most current information available. 

Providing a safe environment is important to overall stu- 
dent achievement. Security cameras at the high school and 
junior high are used daily by principals to deal with disputes, 
and ensure safety. More cameras are slated to be added to the 
high school along with cameras at both Phelps and Granger 
elementary schools 

Our Reading Recovery Program supplements classroom 
teaching with one-to-one sessions during the school day to 
first grade students who are struggling to read. The goal of 
this program is to prevent long term reading difficulties . 

Enrichment programs like the Renzulli Learning System, 
Virtual High Schools, Honors and Advanced Placement 
courses are available for students found to require enrich- 
ment education. 

This is just a snap shot of the many things that are be- 
ing done to meet the needs of our students. The demands 
and challenges that face our school system today are great 
and will be even greater tomorrow.

AHS Bands Ad Book returns 


The Agawam High School Bands have 
been providing music for the Agawam com- 
munity for more than 90 years. Thousands 
of student-musicians have played at con- 
certs, pep rallies, graduation ceremonies, 
football games, parades, and other events in 
our schools and in our town throughout the 
decades — to the enjoyment of us all. 

While the bands receive funding through 
the school department budget, those funds 
do not cover all the expenses incurred by the 
bands over the course of the year.

Brownies stretch streak to three

CHICOPEE — The Agawam 
football team knew they were 
still going to be challenged even 
though they were moving to the 
Suburban League.

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Mexican restaurant now open in Feeding H Hills

Susana Torres opened her new restaurant 
El Forestero in Feeding Hills this July. Not 
only has she fulfilled a long-time dream 
but she also has introduced new traditional 
Mexican food to a community very happy to 
embrace it. 

After looking around at different places 
for her new restaurant, she decided to open 
the restaurant in Feeding Hills because she 
saw a need for it. 

“We noticed that there were no authentic 
Mexican restaurants around here and we 
thought that it would be a good idea. It’s 
new food but good food we know that our 
customers will love it,’ she said. 

Torres, originally from Mexico City, has 
lived in Connecticut for over two decades. 
She ran a restaurant with her brother in Wil- 
limantic for many years. Wanting to branch 
out on her own, she decided to open up her 
own place with business partner and long- 
time chef, Amador Michaca. 

“The name El Forastero means a man 
who comes into town after traveling from far 
away. We thought it would be a good name 
for [us] because nobody would know who 
we are,” she kidded. 

The menu features a variety of appetizers 
that include fresh guacamole, nachos and 
tamales, plus salads, steak and chicken se- 
lections. The jumbo 12-inch burritos have 
been all the rage with seven lucky choices to 
pick, from a tried-and-true burrito supreme 
to a Cajun burrito with jambalaya rice, black 
beans and cactus. 

Lunchtime favorites are fajitas with siz- 
zling marinated strips of steak or chicken 
topped with sautéed onions and peppers 


for $13.95. Taco salads are served in a flour 
shell tortilla with fresh mixed greens, Ja- 
lapenos, red onions, tomatoes, salsa, sour 
cream, cheese and choice of beef or chicken 
for $9.95. 

“We make most everything from scratch 
so we can tell everything in it. We keep food 
fresh and have delicious specials for people 
to try something new,’ said Torres, sharing 
that she plans to go an extra step further and 
buying her vegetables from local farms in 
Agawam and Feeding Hills. 

Seafood and antiojito Mexicanos, or tra- 
ditional dishes, that include soups are done 
well. 

Popular traditional dinner dishes are 
tampiquenas, a grilled steak with cambry 
onion, cactus and jalapeno, for $16.50 and 
bistec con nopales, a savory steak served 
with onion and cactus in a spicy chipotle 
sauce, for $16.25. 

Customer favorites have been arroz con 
pollo (chicken and rice) for $12.50, enchila- 
das poblanas (three stuffed chicken, beef or 
cheese tortillas topped with mole sauce and 
melted cheese) for $12.50. 

Desserts are the delicious arroz con leche, 
deep fried ice cream and a special flan recipe 
from Torres’ family. Sweet drinks like Mex- 
ican sodas, horchata (a celebrated cinnamon 
rice drink), coladas and smoothies are also 
available. Guests can bring their own wine 
and beer. 

We also do take out and catering for 
people who want to bring the restaurant to 
where they live. They can choose whatever 
they want and make an order for 10 people 
or more,” said Torres. 

The restaurant has tables for sit down 
meals as well as a space upstairs for small 
gatherings of 12 to 20 people.
